Utility Rate Plan 
Shelved By Solons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Debate 
o v er ho w u tility rates sho u ld be fix ed 
tu rned to the Senate to day after a 
Ho u se rate plan was tempo rarily 
shelv ed to permit interested parties to 
slu g it o u t behind the scenes. 


Bo wing to pressu re fro m a cro ss- 
sectio n o f lo bby ing g ro u ps, the Ho u se 
Utilities Co mmittee canceled a sched­ 
u led v o te Tu esday in a mo v e v iewed as 
a setback to u tility interests. 


Representativ es o f g as, electric and 
telepho ne co mpanies su cceeded last 
week in reshaping the bill with a series 
o f pro indu stry amendments. 
The leg islatio n, and a similar bill 
befo re the Senate Way s and Means 
Co mmittee to day , wo u ld repeal the 
Reco nstru ctio n Co st New (RCN) 
fo rmu la, u sed as a starting po int, o r 
rate base, in calcu lating u tility rates. 
In the Senate plan, po wer co mpanies 
wo u ld be held to the o rig inal co st o f 
their plants and 
equ ipment, 
less 
depreciatio n, when apply ing to the 
state fo r a rate increase. Co nsu mer 
interests fav o r this appro ach. 
Utility lo bby ists su cceeded in 
stripping the o rig inal co st base fro m 
the Ho u se bill and replacing it with a 
“fair v alu e” fo rmu la. Bo th “fair 
v alu e" and RCN allo w the u tilities to 
fig u re inflatio nary facto rs into the v al­ 
u e o f their capital inv estments. 
Co nsu mer adv o cates co nsider “fair 


v alu e” and RCN to be u nfair to 
ratepay ers. Ho wev er, leg islato rs hav e 
no t been pro v ided with co nclu siv e 
ev idence indicating what impact any 
o f the plans wo u ld hav e o n serv ice 
bills. 
Ho u se Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Bo sto n, said actio n o n the 
Ho u se bill wo u ld be delay ed at least a 
week to g iv e bo th sides time to “ wo rk 
o u t their differences.” If they canno t, 
he said the bill will be sent back to 
su bco mmittee fo r ano ther o v erhau l. 
Riffe decided to call a halt after 
meeting priv ately Mo nday with so me 
o f tho se inv o lv ed, inclu ding Warren 
Smith, secretary -treasu rer o f the AFL- 
CIO, who wants a stro ng er co nsu mer 
bill. 
Riffe said if the bill were sent to the 
Ho u se fio o r fo r a v o te as it is cu rrently 
written, “y o u ’d see a blo o dbath.” 
Rep. William E. Hinig , I>9 6 New 
Philadelphia, chairm an o f the Ho u se 
panel, said if the “fair v alu e” base 
remains in the bill, o ther chang es will 
be made to pacify co nsu mer interests. 
A clearer sig n o f ero sio n o f su ppo rt 
fo r the u tility po sitio n was ev ident 
fro m the rem arks o f Rep. William G. 
Batchelder, R-93 Medina, who spo n­ 
so red a nu m ber o f pro -indu stry 
amendments. 
“ When I rev iewed it, I tho u g ht there 
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was a lo t o f u tility talk,” he said, 
want to see the thing in balance.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A Ho u se 
co mmittee amended a majo r pro perty 
tax bill Tu esday to g iv e it the same 
impact statewide, then reco mmended 
it fo r passag e 14-3. 


Rep. Jo hn E. Jo hnso n, D-68 Orrv ille, 
the chief spo nso r, said, when fu lly 
im plem ented, the m easu re wo u ld 
assu re that Ohio 's ho meo wners will 
pay tax bills that are “fairly co n­ 
stant.” 


Ho wev er, he stressed that it wo u ld 
do no thing to affect this y ear’s tax 
bills—which hav e trig g ered a v irtu al 
tax pay ers’ rebellio n in many co u n­ 
ties—no r do es it pro v ide redu ctio ns o r 
refu nds. 
Starting with 197 7 tax bills, real 
estate o wners—bu t no t co rpo rate and 
indu strial pay ers 
o f 
the 
tang ible 
perso nal 
pro perty tax —wo u ld pay 
abo u t the same amo u nt as the y ear 
befo re u nless v o ters in their respectiv e 
districts had au tho rized hikes. 


In o ther actio n Tu esday , the Ho u se 
Insu rance, Utilities, and Financial 
Institu tio ns Co mmittee delay ed at 
least u ntil nex t week a v o te o n an em­ 
battled bill rev ising the fo rmu la u sed 
by Ohio ’s pu blic u tilities to seek rate 
increases. Spo nso rs said interested 
labo r g ro u ps requ ested mo re time to 
prepare amendments. 


At its flo o r sessio n, the Ho u se ap­ 
pro v ed 63-26 and sent the Senate a 
measu re that allo ws to wnship tru stees 
to ado pt cu rfews fo r y o u ng sters u nder 
ag e 18. It delay ed u ntil Thu rsday a 
v o te o n a bill requ iring teaching o f the 
metric sy stem in pu blic scho o ls. 


Senato rs co mpleted passag e 30-1 o f a 
Ho u se measu re assu ring v alidity o f 
ballo ts marked by a v o ter’s perso nal 
writing instru ment, as well as indelible 
pencils su pplied by po lling place o f­ 
ficials. Sen. Tho mas A. Van Meter, R- 
19 Ashland, dissented o n the bill 
requ ested by Clinto n Co u nty electio n 
o fficials. 
Jo hnso n’s tax bill, which may co me 
to the Ho u se flo o r within the nex t 
week, establishes a sy stem o f credits 
fo r ho meo wners to co mpensate when 


div isio n o f tax equ alizatio n in the 
tax atio n department, instead o f a new 
separate department as called fo r 
o rig inally . 
Jo hnso n co nceded that the bill, as 
no w w ritten, m ay requ ire so me 
chang es in Ohio ’s new equ al y ield 
scho o l distribu tio n fo rmu la which went 
into effect last fall. 
The reaso n is that already reap­ 
praised co u nties stand to receiv e an 
u nplanned windfall when they rev ert 
back to the hig her millag e they were 


lev y ing the y ear prio r to reappraisal. 
Mo st o f tho se co u nties hav e redu ced 
millag e in the interim y ears to o ffset 
inflatio n. 
Vo ting ag ainst the measu re were 
Reps. Ro bert E. Netzley , R-81 I au ra, 
Fred B. Hadley , R-7 9 Bry an, and Jo hn 
A. Galbraith, R-69 Mau mee. 
Netzley asserted the bill was so 
co mplicated “ no o ne here u nderstands 
the impact o f it.” He also said its 
po tential fo r cu tting into lo cal 
g o v ernm ent 
rev enu es 
was 


“dev astating .” 
Hadley v o ted no after o ffering an 
u nsu ccessfu l amendment to g iv e a tax 
break to indu stries and o thers who pay 
the bu lk o f the tang ible perso nal 
pro perty tax . He co ntended Ohio mu st 
do so mething to halt the ex o du s o f jo b 
pro v iding indu stry fro m the state. His 
amendment lo st 9-7 after Jo hnso n 
po inted o u t that a bill already ap­ 
pro v ed by the Ho u se and no w pending 
in the Senate wo u ld pro du ce the same 
resu lt.

Rho des’ co mments came at a news 
co nference 
T u esday , 
w here 
the 
g o v erno r pu blicly castig ated the 
General Assembly fo r refu sing to 
serio u sly co nsider his leg islativ e 
pro po sals. 
The g o v erno r said the leg islatu re 
has ridicu led his pro perty tax relief 
plan as “ play ing po litics” while 
Demo crats adv anced a different plan 
hav ing the same aims. 
leg islato rs also hav e failed to wo rk 
to attract indu stry , he said, and hav e 
hindered his effo rts to keep Ohio ’s 
bo nd credit rating hig h. 
“ It do esn’t do mu ch g o o d fo r me to 
pro po se leg islatio n,” Rho des said. 
“Ev ery tim e we do any thing , 
it’s 
‘po litics.’” 
He accu sed the state Co ntro lling 
B o ard, co ntro lled by D em o cratic 
leg islato rs, o f “ o pen ho stility .” 
He said u nless the Co ntro lling Bo ard 
chang es its tack, “They ’re g o ing to 


Ohio fo r y ears o n." 
He also laid part o f the blame fo r a 
declining indu strial base o n the 
leg islatu re. 
“ I think they 're antijo bs," he said. 
“They do n’t hav e a pro g ram fo r in­ 
du stry in Ohio What we’re try ing to do 
is g et the leg islatu re to do so mething 
becau se in ano ther two o r three y ears, 
it’s g o ing to be to o late.”

“ 1 qu estio n the sincerity in his let­ 
ter,” Ocasek said. 


“ I think he's eng ag ing in a temper 
tantru m ,” the Senate leader said 
“Tell the g o v erno r no t to be that 
neg ativ e, that pessimistic. I nev er find 
any thing aro u nd here ho peless.” 


Senate Finance Chairman Harry 
Meshel, D-33 Yo u ng sto wn, said Rho des 
is and has been v enting his fru stratio ns 
o n the leg islatu re. 
“He’s attacked the leg islatu re ev ery 
o ther day fo r the last six mo nths," 
Meshel said. “ I charg e him with 
ru nning g o v ernment by news release.”

President Fo rd to ld the Ho u se ju st 
befo re the v o te, “ Failu re o f the United 
States to take a stand will inev itably 
lead o u r friends and su ppo rters to 
co nclu sio ns abo u t o u r steadfastness 
and reso lv e." 
Bu t co ng ressio nal o ppo nents, in­ 
clu ding Ho u se Speaker Carl Albert, 
said the United States is no t willing to 
match massiv e So v iet aid in Ang o la 
and sho u ld no t waste mo ney o n a mere 
g estu re there.

They tried to keep my 
spirits u p. 


“ My children, after what they hav e 
been thro u g h, are v ery stu rdy ,” said 
So u therland, 37 . “ When we talk abo u t 
cancer, we do n’t leav e any thing o u t.” 


His so n, Stephen, 15, made natio nal 
headlines in 197 4 when he and Ted 
Kennedy Jr. became friends after bo th 
u nderwent leg ampu tatio ns to sto p the 
spread o f bo ne cancer.

Utility Rate Plan 
Shelved By 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Debate 
over how utility rates should be fixed 
turned to the Senate today after a 
House rate plan was temporarily 
shelved to permit interested parties to 
slug it out behind the scenes. 


Bowing to pressure from a cross- 
section of lobbying groups, the House 
Utilities Committee canceled a sched­ 
uled vote Tuesday in a move viewed as 
a setback to utility interests. 


Representatives of gas, electric and 
telephone companies succeeded last 
week in reshaping the bill with a series 
of proindustry amendments. 
The legislation, and a similar bill 
before the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee today, would repeal the 
Reconstruction Cost New (RCN) 
formula, used as a starting point, or 
rate base, in calculating utility rates. 
In the Senate plan, power companies 
would be held to the original cost of 
their plants and equipment, less 
depreciation, when applying to the 
state for a rate increase. Consumer 
interests favor this approach. 
Utility lobbyists succeeded in 
stripping the original cost base from 
the House bill and replacing it with a 
“ fair value" formula. Both “fair 
value" and RCN allow the utilities to 
figure inflationary factors into the val­ 
ue of their capital investments. 
Consumer advocates consider “fair 


value" and RCN to be unfair to 
ratepayers. However, legislators have 
not been provided with conclusive 
evidence indicating what impact any 
of the plans would have on service 
bills. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said action on the 
House bill would be delayed at least a 
week to give both sides time to “ work 
out their differences.” If they cannot, 
he said the bill will be sent back to 
subcommittee for another overhaul. 
Riffe decided to call a halt after 
meeting privately Monday with some 
of those involved, including Warren 
Smith, secretary-treasurer of the A FL 
CIO, who wants a stronger consumer 
bill. 
Riffe said if the bill were sent to the 
House floor for a vote as it is currently 
written, "you’d see a bloodbath.” 
Rep. William E. Hinig. D-96 New 
Philadelphia, chairman of the House 
panel, said if the “ fair value" base 
remains in the bill, other changes will 
be made to pacify consumer interests. 
A clearer sign of erosion of support 
for the utility position was evident 
from the remarks of Rep. William G. 
Batchelder, R-93 Medina, who spon­ 
sored a number of pro-industry 
amendments. 
“ When I reviewed it, I thought there 
was a lot of utility talk,” he said "I 
want to see the thing in balance ”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A House 
committee amended a major property 
tax bill Tuesday to give it the same 
impact statewide, then recommended 
it for passage 14-3. 


Rep. John E. Johnson, D-68 Orrville, 
the chief sponsor, said, when fully 
implemented, the measure would 
assure that Ohio's homeowners will 
pay tax bills that are "fairly con­ 
stant.” 


However, he stressed that it would 
do nothing to affect this year's tax 
bills- which have triggered a virtual 
taxpayers' rebellion in many coun­ 
ties—nor does it provide reductions or 
refunds 
Starting with 1977 tax bills, real 
estate owners -but not corporate and 
industrial payers of the tangible 
personal property # tax- would pay 
about the same amount as the year 
before unless voters in their respective 
districts had authorized hikes. 
In other action Tuesday, the House 
Insurance, Utilities, and Financial 
Institutions Committee delayed at 
least until next week a vole on an em­ 
battled bill revising the formula used 
by Ohio’s public utilities to seek rate 
increases. Sponsors said interested 
labor groups requested more time to 
prepare amendments. 
At its floor session, the House ap­ 
proved 63-26 and sent the Senate a 
measure that allows township trustees 
to adopt curfews for youngsters under 
age 18. It delayed until Thursday a 
vote on a bill requiring teaching of the 
metric system in public schools. 
Senators completed passage 30-1 of a 
House measure assuring validity of 
ballots marked by a voter s personal 
writing instrument, as well as indelible 
pencils supplied by polling place of­ 
ficials. Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R- 
19 Ashland, dissented on the bill 
requested by Clinton County election 
officials. 
Johnson’s tax bill, which may come 
to the House floor within the next 
week, establishes a system of credits 
for homeowners to compensate when 
inflation causes the value of their 
property to increase He won approval 
13-3 of the amendment that eliminates 
lax increases caused by inflation in the 
58 counties which already have had 
their property reappraised during a 
six-year state reappraisal cycle 
started in 1975 
The other thirty 
counties are having their reappraisals 
this year and next 
However, a companion amendment 
provided that those same* counties 
would have to revert to the millage 
they were levying in the year prior to 
their reappraisal In most cases, it 
would mean increasing millage which 
has been reduced In the interim to 
compensate for inflated property 
values 
Johnson stressed that "we’re not 
going to be going out and giving any 
money back to people, but from now 
on, they will know what their property 
lax a going to be ” 
Also approved by the committee was 
another Johnson amendment lo permit 
county auditors to compute taxpayer 
credits on so-called “ inside millage”— 
that which may be constitutionally 
levied without a vole of the people as 
well as millage added as a result of 
levies The first IO mills of all tax rates 
are treated as the inside millage 
other amendments provided that in 
no case, may an assessment rate 
exceed 35 per cent 
the current 
statewide uniform rate and created a 


division of tax equalization in the 
taxation department, instead of a new 
separate department as called for 
originally. 
Johnson conceded that the bill, as 
now written, may require some 
changes in Ohio’s new equal yield 
school distribution formula which went 
into effect last fall. 
The reason is that already reap­ 
praised counties stand to receive an 
unplanned windfall when they revert 
back to the higher millage they were 


levying the year prior to reappraisal. 
Most of those counties have reduced 
millage in the interim years to offset 
inflation. 
Voting against the measure were 
Reps. Robert E. Netzley, R-81 laura, 
Fred B Hadley, R-79 Bryan, and John 
A. Galbraith, R-69 Maumee. 
Netzley asserted the bill was so 
complicated “ no one here understands 
the impact of it.” He also said its 
potential for cutting into local 
government 
revenues 
was 


“devastating.” 
Hadley voted no after offering an 
unsuccessful amendment to give a tax 
break to industries and others who pay 
the bulk of the tangible personal 
property tax. He contended Ohio must 
do something to halt the exodus of job 
providing industry from the state. His 
amendment lost 9-7 after Johnson 
pointed out that a bill already ap­ 
proved by the House and now pending 
in the Senate would produce the same 
result.

House 
leaders argued the United States 
cannot bring victory in Angola and 
thus should get out entirely. 
Asked if the vote means that the 
United States has lost its attempt to 
help block a takeover by Soviet-and 
Cuban-backed forces in the Angolan 
civil war. Kissinger replied. "I'm not 
prepared to make this judgment.” 
Kissinger said he will have a more 
detailed statement on Angolan aid 
when he testifies before a Senate 
committee Thursday. 
"The President has said this a a 
problem that will not go away,” 
Kuiainger said. “ And it should not be 
judged in terms of a victory of one 
branch of the American government 
over the other.” 
President Ford told the House just 
before the vote, “ Failure of the United 
Slates to take a stand will inevitably 
lead our friends and supporters to 
conclusions about our steadfastness 
and resolve " 
But congressional opponents, in­ 
cluding House Speaker Carl Albert. 
said the United States a not willing to 
match massive Soviet aid in Angola

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House is 
preparing to take up a >6.4 billion 
m easure 
that 
would 
fund 
reorganization of seven ailing nor­ 
theastern railroads and would give all 
railroads new freedom to raise and 
lower freight rates. 
No one is sure what impact new fare 
freedom would have on railroads and 
consum ers. 
Advocates 
contend 
competition will tend to drive fares 
down. Opponents say railroads, freed 
of many regulatory restraints that 
kept fares stable, will raise most rates. 
The House takes up the measure 
today. 
The bill would revise railroad routes 
across the northeast quarter of the 
nation and is designed to help railroads 
in their competition with other forms 
of transportation such as water barges 
and agricultural trucking firms. 
The bill would make substantial 
changes in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's regulation of railroads. 
The most important of these changes 
would strictly limit the authority of the 
ICC to suspend and to rule invalid rate 
increases and decreases planned by 
railroads. 
The practical effect of the ICC 
deregulation would be to give railroads 
new freedom to raise and lower their 
rates at will whenever they faced 


strong competition for the trans­ 
portation of a commodity from 
trucking firms or water carriers. 
The ICC still could find that a fare 
was so low it did not cover costs and 
was intended only to drive out a 
competitor. It could halt such fares 
The ICC also would retain powers to 
keep a competitive balance between 
railroads and other forms of trans­ 
portation, 
The bill also would authorize >2.1 
billion to help the new quasi-federa! 
railroad, 
ConRail, 
replace 
deteriorated track and equipment 
after ConRail takes over seven 
bankrupt railroads, including the 
massive Penn Central, in the largest 
corporate reorganization in history. 
ConRail will operate a 15,000-mile rail 
system from the East Coast to the 
Mississippi River that will extend into 
17 states. 
The bill would authorize >1.6 billion 
in federal loans to help other railroads 
upgrade their track and equipment 
Poorly maintained track and equip­ 
ment has been cited as one factor that 
contributed to the collapse of the Penn 
Central.

J ustices Izcwis F. Powell J r. and 
Potter Stewart filed separate con­ 
curring opinions when the court ruled 6 
to 2 on Monday that police may make a 
warrantless arrest in public if they 
hav e reasonable grounds. 
Both Powell and Stewart said 
specifically that they were not ruling 
on whether an officer must obtain a 
warrant before he can enter a priv ate 
place to make an arrest. That question 
will be presented to the court later this 
term when the justices rev iew a 
decision of the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Philadelphia. 
That decision held it was illegal for 
Philadelphia narcotics officers to 
arrest a woman without a warrant 
after she retreated from the doorway 
into the v estibule of her home. 
In that case, the gov ernment is 
arguing that officers without a 
warrant may make an arrest in a 
priv ate place regardless of whether a 
warrant could hav e been obtained. 
This is the position which the court 
took in regard to public arrests 
Monday , with J ustices Thurgood 
Marshall and William J . Brennan J r. 
dissenting.

There are a lo t o f bo o ks o n ho w to 
mix ex o tic drinks, bu t u ntil recent 
y ears no t mu ch had been kno wn abo u t 
what hap p ens after the drinking starts. 
“ The fact is,” say s the Natio nal 
Institu te o n Alco ho l Abu se and 
Alco ho lism, “that u ntil recent y ears 
when drinking p ro blems fo rced p u blic 
co ncern, th ere w as little factu al 
alco ho l 
and 
health 
info rm atio n 
av ailable.” 
The NIAAA itself was established 
o nly 
in 
early 
1971, 
making 
the 
p ro blems o f alco ho lism and alco ho l 
abu se, after all these y ears, a natio nal 
health p rio rity . 


While mo st o f the attentio n giv en to 
alco ho l centers o n its adv erse effects, 
it is imp o rtant to rem em ber that if it is 
u sed in mo deratio n, there do es no t 
ap p ear to be any ill effects. And there 
are beneficial effects, esp ecially with 
resp ect to the elderly , su ch as tho se 
co nfined to ho mes. 
Many stu dies 
hav e sho wn 
su b­ 
stantially 
higher 
death 
rates fo r 
alco ho lics. Bu t su rp risingly , o ne stu dy , 
still co ntro v ersial, fo u nd that p eo p le 
who do no t drink seem to hav e a higher 
early death rate. A federal stu dy 
co nclu ded that there may be so me 
lev el o f drinking belo w which there is 
little effect o n the death rate. 


The stu dy added: “ In the absence o f 
fu rth er 
ev idence, 
the 
classical 
‘Anstie’s limit’ seems still to reflect 
the safe amo u nt o f drinking which do es 
no t su bstantially increase the risk o f 
early death.” 
This p articu lar co ncep t o f a limit 
dates back to Dr. Francis Edmu nd 
A nstie, a 
19 th centu ry 
E nglish 
p hy sician. He p ro p o sed as a safe daily 
limit the eq u iv alent o f 1.5 o u nces o f 
abso lu te alco ho l, which wo u ld be 3 
o u nces o f well-dilu ted whiskey , o r a 
half bo ttle o f table wine, o r 4 glasses o f 
beer, to be taken o nly with meals. 
It is also im p o rtant to realize that 
alco ho l can hav e a wide v ariety o f 
adv erse effects, far bey o nd in­ 
to x icatio n. 
The NIAAA su ms u p the effects o f 
alco ho l this way : “ Drinking alco ho l in 
mo deratio n do es the bo dy little p er­ 


manent harm. Bu t when taken in large 
do ses o v er lo ng p erio ds o f time, 
alco ho l can p ro v e disastro u s, redu cing 
bo th the q u ality and length o f Life. 
Damage to the heart, brain, liv er and 
o ther m ajo r o rgans may resu lt.” 
The first step in the dev elo p ment o f 
liv er disease asso ciated with heav y 
alco ho l intake is a co nditio n kno wn as 
“ fatty liv er,” an o u t-sized liv er cau sed 
by fats accu mu lating in liv er cells and 
distu rbing the no rmal fu nctio n o f the 
liv er. 
Do cto rs say this co nditio n can be 
rev ersed, retu rned to no rmal, by 
sto p p ing drinking. The liv er is the bo dy 
o rgan th a t m etabo lizes alco ho l, 
making it su scep tible to damage 
so o ner than o ther o rgans. 
The 
NIAAA 
say s 
that 
the 
gastro intestinal sy stem can beco me 
irritated by large amo u nts o f alco ho l, 
and that gastritis, u lcers and p an­ 
c re a titis co m m o nly o ccu r am o ng 
alco ho lics. 
F u rth e r, 
lo w ered 
resistance to infectio u s diseases, su ch 
as p neu mo nia, is co mmo n and has 
been lo ng kno wn. 
“ Mental fu nctio ns su ch as memo ry , 
ju dgment and learning ability can 
deterio rate sev erely ,” 
the 
NIAAA 
say s, “ and an u ndiv idu al’s p erso nality 
stru ctu re and grasp o n reality may 


disintegrate as well,” fo llo wing heav y 
drinking o v er many y ears. 
It ap p ears, then, that alco ho l in 
mo deratio n, and with fo o d, is no t 
harmfu l, and do es go o d in so me cases. 
In p ro lo nged ex cess, ho wev er, it can 
be p hy sically dev astating.

In the p re-scho o l y ears, he mu st be 
tau ght to p lay with o thers.

selfishness 
than

seems. 
Chiiano o ci games are a nara co m­ 
p ro m ise betw een selfishness and 
sharing. It hu rts to p ermit ano ther 
child to p lay with a fav o rite to y . 
In additio n, little children can be 
abno rmally cru el. Fists fly . They 
mimic the p assing crip p le. 
When 
tro u ble starts, they learn to lie to their 
p arents abo u t who started it. 
I was a slo w learner. I lo st friends 
and co nso led my self that I had lo st 
no thing. I was bo th stu bbo rn and 
willfu l. In the early scho o l y ears, I 
reached the co nclu sio n that life was 
fu ll o f bo sses. 
My p arents were bo sses. So was my 
teacher. The p rincip al had a granite 
face.

ATLANTA (AP) - A child hangs his 
o v erco at o n a ho o k nex t to a friend’s 
co at at scho o l. A few weeks later, his 
mo ther finds tiny white eggs o n his 
hair. He has hair lice. 
The Center fo r Disease Co ntro l here 
say s lice — and scabies, a skin disease 
also cau sed by p arasites — are mo re 
co mmo n in the United States no w than 
at any time since Wo rld War II. 
Neither is co nsidered a p u blic health 
p ro blem, said Dr. Dennis Ju ranek, 
assistant chief o f the CDC’s p arasitic 
disease branch. “ They are ju st nu i­ 
sances.” 
And where bo th o nce carried a so cial 
stigma and generally were asso ciated 
with wartime co nditio ns, p o o r hy giene 
and p erso ns o n a lo w so cio eco no mic 
lev el, Ju ranek said, to day ’s rising 
incidence cu ts acro ss eco no mic lines 
Perso ns in all so cial and eco no mic 
lev els are affected, he said. 
Rep o rts fro m 28 0 derm ato lo gist 
indicated cases o f bo th o n the rise 
Ju ranek said. Fo r scabies alo ne, 24i 
do cto rs no ted increasing nu mbers o i 
p atients with the p arasite, a CDC 
rep o rt sho wed.

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ALCOHOL: The New Teen-Age Turn-On 


After The Drinking Starts . . . 


By ALTON BIRKES LEE

There are a lot of books on how to 
mix exotic drinks, but until recent 
years not much had been known about 
what happens after the drinking starts. 
"The fact is,’’ says the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, "that until recent years 
when drinking problems forced public 
concern, there was little factual 
alcohol and health information 
available,” 
The NI AAA itself was established 
only in early 1971, making the 
problems of alcoholism and alcohol 
abuse, after all these years, a national 
health priority, 


While most of the attention given to 
alcohol centers on its adverse effects, 
it is important to remember that if it is 
used in moderation, there does not 
appear to be any ill effects. And there 
are beneficial effects, especially with 
respect to the elderly, such as those 
confined to homes. 
Many studies have shown sub­ 
stantially higher death rates for 
alcoholics But surprisingly, one study, 
still controversial, found that people 
who do not drink seem to have a higher 
early death rate 
A federal study 
concluded that there may be some 
level of drinking below which there is 
little effect on the death rate. 


The study added “In the absence of 
further evidence, the classical 
"Anstie's limit' seems still to reflect 
the safe amount of drinking which does 
not substantially increase the risk of 
early death." 
This particular concept of a 'unit 
dates back to Dr. Francis Edmund 
Anstie, a 19th century English 
physician He proposed as a safe daily 
limit the equivalent of 1.5 ounces of 
absolute alcohol, which would be 3 
ounces of well-diluted whiskey, or a 
half bottle of table wine, or 4 glasses of 
beer, to be taken only with meals 
It is also important to realize that 
alcohol can have a wide variety of 
adverse effects, far beyond in­ 
toxication 
The NI AAA sums up the effects of 
alcohol thin way: "Drinking alcohol in 
moderation does the body little per­ 


manent harm. But when taken in large 
doses over long periods of time, 
alcohol can prove disastrous, reducing 
both the quality and length of life. 
Damage to the heart, brain, liver and 
other major organs may result.” 
The first step in the development of 
liver disease associated with heavy 
alcohol intake is a condition known as 
"fatty liver," an out-sized liver caused 
by fats accumulating in liver cells and 
disturbing the normal function of the 
Uver. 
Doctors say this condition can be 
reversed, returned to normal, by 
stopping drinking The liver is the body 
organ that metabolizes alcohol, 
niaking it susceptible to damage 
sooner than other organs 
The 
NIAAA 
says 
that 
the 
gastrointestinal system can become 
irritated by large amounts of alcohol, 
and that gastritis, ulcers and pan­ 
creatitis commonly occur among 
alcoholics. 
Further, 
lowered 
resistance to infectious diseases, such 
as pneumonia, is common and has 
been long known 
"Mental functions such as memory, 
judgment and learning ability can 
deteriorate severely,” the NIAAA 
says, "and an undividual’s personality 
structure and grasp an reality may 


disintegrate as well," following heavy 
drinking over many years. 
It appears, then, that alcohol in 
moderation, and with food, is not 
harmful, and does good in some cases. 
In prolonged excess, however, it can 
be physically devastating.

Now, one official said Monday, the 
value of 1975-76 farm exports “ may be 
near” last season’s record of $21.6 
billion. That could mean a decline of

identified, said the final figure possibly 
could be even lower. 
If the volume of overseas shipments 
drops, it would be the first decline 
since they fell from $6.3 billion to $5.7 
billion in 1968-69. Rising prices and in­ 
creases in quantities sent farm exports 
to $12.9 billion in 1972-73 and to $21.3 
billion a year later. 
In a ‘‘supply and demand” report 
Monday, the department said that 
1975-76 wheat exports still appear to be 
on target at a record 1.3 billion to 1.4 
billion bushels, the same as indicated 
in a previous analysis on Dec. 11. 
Allowing for domestic use of 672 
million to 697 million bushels —

December — the wheat left over when 
1976 crops are ready this summer is 
expected to total between 390 million to 
465 million bushels. The new carryover 
estimate is up 29 million bushels from 
previous indications and well above 
the 327 million bushels in the stockpile 
last July 1. 


Corn export projections for this 
season also remained unchanged at 1.4 
billion to 1.5 billion bushels. However, 
livestock feeding is picking up domes­ 
tically and the com reserve next fall 
now is expected to range between 512 
million and 612 million bushels, up 
from 359 million left over last fall. The 
new carryover estimate, however, was 
about 100 million bushels less than 
forecast in December, 


Officials said prospects for soybean 
exports have improved somewhat 
since last fall and that domestic use of 
meal and oil has increased. Thus, the 
report said, soybean reserves next fall 
are expected to total 280 million to 380 
million bushels. That would be down 
about 45 million bushels from the De­ 
cember forecast but still would be well 
above the 185 million bushels of 
soybeans on hand at the start of this 
season.

Black, an executive of Cincinnati 
Hilacron 
Inc., 
contrasted 
for 
lawmakers the tax prospects a fic­ 
titious new industry would face in 
Geveland versus Ixmisville, Ky. 
In the Ohio city, Black said, the 
prospective industry would have to 
contend with a 71.20 mill property tax 
rate on 35 per cent of its real estate, 50 
per cent of its machinery and equip­ 
ment, and 45 per cent of its inventory.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Although 
severe cold weather has moderated 
lately, winter wheat continues to suffer 
from a lack of moisture in many areas 
of the Great Plains, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
As of Jan. 25, the department said 
today in a weekly weather review, 
winter wheat in Kansas had changed 
“ very little" from earlier in the month. 
“ But the shortage of moisture 
supplies was of major concern in the 
western two-thirds of the state,” the 
report said. "Vegetative ground cover 
was less than IO per cent in many west­ 
ern counties.” 
Parts of Oklahoma, Colorado and 
Texas also continued to have problems 
with dry soil, and in some areas 
greenbug infestations were causing 
concern. 
“ Most fall-seeded sm all grains 
i wheat, rye and the like) were in poor 
to good condition in the southern and 
eastern states where cold tempera­ 
tures hampered growth," the report 
said.

received much-needed moisture, while 
in Indiana ice cover in some areas 
increased the possibility of small grain 
smothering." 


Indiana Budget 
Plans Disclosed 


IN D IAN APO IJS (A P) - House 
Democrats have unveiled their budget, 
a proposal to spend about $3.4 billion in 
fiscal 1977. 
The plan exceeds Gov. Otis Bowen’s 
call for $3.37 billion but would leave a 
bigger cushion in the treasury. 
Democratic leaders said it would leave 
a general fund surplus of $41 million 
June 30,1977. They said more spending 
leaving a higher surplus is possible 
because the Bowen administration 
underestimated available money. 
The budget was sent to the floor by a 
18-10 vote in the Ways and Means 
Committee Monday 
Republicans 
worked into the night preparing 
amendments for Tuesday s floor ac­ 
tion, setting up a final vote Wed­ 
nesday. 


Business Tax Policy Studied 


Flax was once an important crop in 
Ohio, spun and woven in the home and 
made into linen for the household.

“ Excessive taxation of business, 
particularly manufacturing, has been 
inhibiting Ohio’s economic growth,” 
David S. Black of the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce told legislators. 
“ Those who downplay the sig­ 
nificance of taxes in business in­ 
vestment decisions have no knowledge 
of the real world of corporate decision­ 
making,” he added. 
The on-going conference was called 
by Democratic leaders last month to 
assess the state’s economic health 
following the November ballot defeat 
of Gov. James A. Rhodes four eonomic 
recovery proposals, including an 
ambitious industrial tax 
incentive 
plan 


Black, an executive of Cincinnati 
Hilacron 
Inc., 
contrasted 
for 
lawmakers the tax prospects a fic­ 
titious new industry would face in 
Cleveland versus I/m isville, Ky. 
In the Ohio city, Black said, the 
prospective industry would have to 
contend with a 71.20 mill property tax 
rate on 35 per cent of its real estate, 50 
per cent of its machinery and equip­ 
ment, and 45 per cent of its inventory. 
That in addition to an 8 per cent cor­ 
porate franchise tax on net income 


In Louisville, he said, the same 
company would pay no local property 
taxes on land, buildings, machinery 
and equipment if it financed its plants 
with industrial revenue bonds. A 1.5 
m ill state tax would be assessed on 
raw materials and work-in-process, 
and a 16.4 m ill local tax on the value of 
its finished goods inventory 
The 
Kentucky corporate tax is 5.8 per cent. 


Between 1967 and 1972, Black said 
greater 
Cleveland 
lost 
38,200 
manufacturing jobs, a 12.5 per cent 
drop, while Ixmisville gained 2,100, a 2 
per cent increase, 
“ Only in California, where govern­ 
mental spending and property tax 
rates are much higher, does the 
tangible personal property have the 
same dollar significance to industry,” 
Black testified. “ California, however. 
is only a remote competitor for (Milo 
jobs." 
Ohio Development Director James 
A. Duerk pointed last week to a much 
closer, and all-too-fam iliar com­ 
petitor, the State of Michigan 
“ Michigan has declared economic 
war on Ohio and is trying to capture 
Ohio industries and jobs.” Duerk said, 


renewing a plea for tax abatement 
legislation. 
Duerk attached to his press release a 
copy of a Wall Street Journal ad, 
placed by the Michigan commerce 
department to promote a 12-year in­ 
dustrial tax break on 50 per cent of 
property taxes. 
The heading on the ad read: “ This 
offer is dedicated to the businessmen 
from Ohio whose property taxes are 
due next month.” 
In addition, Black noted, as of last 
Jan. I, all eight Michigan business 
taxes were consolidated in a unique, 
modified value added tax, dubbed the 


“ single business tax." 
Black said the current move in state 
government to provide property tax 
relief for homeowners “ threatens to 
further increase the tax disparity to 
the disadvantage of business.” 
He called instead for Senate action 
on a House-passed bill that would 
gradually reduce tangible personal 
property taxes on business over an 
eight year period. “ The most impor­ 
tant move legislators can make to 
improve Ohio’s economy is to bring the 
business taxation climate into parity 
with other industrial states,” Black 
said.

U n ited Telephone 
Seeks Rate Slash 


MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) - United 
Telephone Co. is reversing the usual 
trend in utility rates. 
The company said it had filed a 
request Tuesday with the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio to lower 
its rates for some 27,000 suburban 
customers throughout the state. 
Currently the company charges 
suburban users with private lines $1 
for each quarter mile of telephone line 
that has to be strung outside urban 
areas, 80 cents per quarter mile for 
two-party line users and 60 cents per 
quarter mile for users of four-party 
lines. 
United president Robert Snedaker 
said approval of its request would save 
the affected customers approximately 
$357,000 per year. The company wants 
to drop the rates of 75 cents for private 
lines, 55 cents for two-party lines and 
35 cents for four-party phones.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail sugar 
prices which have dropped nearly two- 
thirds from their record peaks from a 
year ago, could rise slightly early this 
year because world production is not 
as much as previously expected, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
The department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board said late Tuesday that 
domestic sugar prices “are expected 
to strengthen some’’ because of 1975-76 
output, although still a record, will be 
smaller than forecast last November. 
Department experts blamed the 
decline on reduced production in the 
Soviet Union and on poor weather 
which cut yields in some other coun­ 
tries. Officials said world output now is 
expected to be 90.3 million short tons of 
2,000 pounds each. last Nov. 14, USDA 
estimated production at more than 91.9 
million tons. 
When a supply crunch developed in 
1974, retail sugar prices skyrocketed 
from around 85 cents a 5 pound bag in 
January to an average of $3.14 in De- 
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cember. Prices declined thereafter 
and last month averaged about $1.32 
per bag in supermarkets nationally 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 
The USDA report said world con­ 
sumption this season is expected to 
total about 90 million tons, just short of 
production. That means there will be 
only a slight buildup in sugar reserves 
by the time 1976-77 cane and beet crops 
are ready.

U.S. ambassador to South Vietnam 
says he doesn’t blame Congress for the 
Saigon government's collapse because 
the lawmakers’ vote to bar further 
American military aid was prompted 
by “ organized campaigns of distortion 
in the United States.” 
Graham A. Martin told skeptical 
lawmakers Tuesday that the aid 
decision was “ inevitable” in view of 
the impact of the American antiwar

He named one group specificially —

WASHINGTON (AP) - The last 
U.S. ambassador to South Vietnam 
says he doesn't blame Congress for the 
Saigon government’s collapse because 
the lawmakers’ vote to bar further 
American military aid was prompted 
by “organized campaigns of distortion 
in the United States.” 
Graham A. Martin told skeptical 
lawmakers Tuesday that the aid 
decision was “inevitable" in view of 
the impact of the American antiwar 
movement, which he called “one of the 
best 
propaganda 
and 
pressure 
organizations the world has ever 
seen.” 
He named one group specifically — 


the Washington-based Indochina 
Resource Center. 
A center spokesman later said 
Martin’s assertion that the center had 
engineered the congressional vote was 
“ridiculous” and added, “Obviously 
there was a lot of antiwar pressure, but 
it didn’t come from any one small 
group, it came from the majority of the 
American people."

DENVER (AP) — ”1 gu ess the 
annou ncement of the death of the 
American Bask etball Association was 
p rematu re,” said John Y. Brown, the 
leagu e’s p resident. 
Brown made his p ronou ncement 
Tu esday after ABA Commissioner 
Dav e DeBu sschere said that the 
owners had p rov ided him with firm 
financial commitments for nex t season 
and that the leagu e wou ld op erate as 
an indep endent entity . 
Su ch rhetoric, howev er, has been 
u ttered v irtu ally each y ear of the 
ABA’s 8 ^ y ears of ex istence and it is a 
cold, hard fact that the leagu e is op er­ 
ating this season with only sev en 
teams, its fewest in history . 
Three franchises — Baltimore, San 
Diego and Utah — all folded within the 
sp ace of a cou p le of months early in the 
season and another franchise in 
Virginia was v ery near ex tinction in 
mid-Nov ember. 
Bu t DeBu sschere tried hard to sou nd 
conv incing at a wideranging news 
conference Tu esday following two 
day s of meetings by the board of 
tru stees. 
He said he was certain that each of 
the remaining franchises, inclu ding 
the financially -shak y Virginia clu b, 
wou ld be able to meet “u p -front” 
money commitments totaling between 
$1.5-11.7 million for the sev en teams 
within the 45-day deadline. 
Each clu b, of cou rse, will hav e other 
financial 
com m itm ents, 
bu t 
DeBu sschere indicated that the 
p ay ment of that initial su m wou ld be a 
good sign. He said it wou ld p artially 
assu re that no clu b wou ld go into the 
1976-77 season u ndercap italized and 
shou ld any team decide afterward to 
withdraw from the leagu e, it wou ld 
forfeit its “u p -front” p ay ment. 
Part of the economic p roblems of the 
franchises that folded and those still in 
ex istence hav e been the leagu e’s 
failu re to obtain a national telev ision 
contract.

Combine three-fourths cup pancake 
mix, one-fourth cup flour, one egg, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
baking powder, three-fourths cup stale 
beer.

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Industries Should 
Pay For Additional 
Gas, Brown Says 


Judge Still Seeks Hearst Jury 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Homeowners across Ohio are outraged 
at increases in their natural gas bills, 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio was told today. 
That testimony came from two 
mayors at the opening of a hearing on 
pricing of emergency natural gas 
supplies. 
Mayor Don Im 
\o of Martins Ferry 
submitted letters from homeowners 
and other documents he said showed 
hikes of 30 per cent in bills from 
Columbia Gas of Ohio. 
“ They (homeowners) are outraged 
at what has happened,” the mayor 
said. “ They set their thermostats at 67 
degrees for two years and the bills 
keep increasing.” 
He said one elderly couple's bill for a 
five-room house grew from $36 in 
J anuary 19 74 to $63.15 this month. 
Mayor Samuel Ixrfton of neighboring 
Bridgeport Village complained that 
Columbia Gas had sold the 3,000 area 
residents on gas from 19 50 to 19 60, 
promising there would be no shortage. 
“ Today our bills have doubled— 
most of them,” Iyofton said. 
He said a woman told him her five 
children needed shoes but she could 
not afford to buy them because her gas 
bill had gone sky high. 
A plan that would permit utilities to 
recover most extra costs from in­ 
dustrial users would be presented at 
today’s hearing, Atty. Gen. William J . 
Brown said. 
Anticipating great public interest, 
the PUCX) arranged to hold the hearing 
in the state office tower instead of 
PUCO headquarters, a spokesman for 
the agency said. 
The com m issioners sought the 
hearing to help decide who should pay 
for about 15 billion cubic feet of 
unregulated, intrastate gas purchased 
in the Southwest with special per­ 
mission of the Federal Power Com­ 
mission. 
Because the gas was not subject to 
federal price control as is gas shipped 
in interstate transactions, Columbia 
Gas of Ohio and Dayton Power & Light 


Co. paid about twice the normal cost of 
gas sold here. 
The utilities received permission to 
buy the gas to help industrial and large 
commercial users continue operations 
throughout the winter. Some industrial 
and commercial users had been told 
their gas shipments would be cut back 
by up to 100 per cent if supplies ran 
low 


Consumer groups contend the 
emergency gas only benefits industrial 
and commercial users directly and 
that only customers who would have 
been cut back should pay the higher 
cost. 


Manufacturing representatives have 
argued 
the 
extra 
gas 
benefits 
everyone, since jobs, products and 
services are maintained. 
DPidL has been charging residential 
users since J anuary for a share of the 
higher-priced gas. Unless a plan like 
the one supported by Brown is ap­ 
proved, Columbia Gas of Ohio will 
begin charging residential customers 
Feb. 14. The PUCO has said it aims at 
reaching a final decision before then. 
The average yearly gas bill of 252,000 
DP&L customers will be raised $4.19 a 
year from $218,39 if the PUCO permits 
billing of residential customers for the 
higher priced gas to go on, a company 
spokesman said. 
Columbia has estimated that such a 
decision would mean an increase of 
about 75 cents a month in the biUs of 1 
million residential customers. But one 
state legislator has estimated the cost 
to poorly insulated homes could reach 
$19 -$15 a month. 
Under Brown’s plan, Columbia could 
recover part of the higher cost of the 
emergency gas by billing industrial 
customers immediately for about $23 
million of the $33 million worth of 
unregulated gas the utility purchased. 
The attorney general said lawyers 
from his office would represent 
residentia l consum ers at another 
hearing on the question Feb. 17. 
A third hearing on the subject is 
scheduled March 17, the PUCO said.

“ None of us likes curfews,” Cruze 
said.

Carter 
said at the end of Tuesday’s opening 
session, during which 40 prospective 
jurors were dismissed. 
Carter, asking about two dozen 
genera l questions, dism issed 36 
potential jurors who pleaded hardship 
at home and four who admitted 
prejudice or inability to judge the 
newspaper heiress impartially. 
Carter, as proceedings began, 
described the trial as “ the most fully 
covered case in this country that I 
know of” and said jurors could expect 
to be sequestered for at least four to 
five weeks. 
The remaining 74 potential jurors, 
predominantly white and middle-aged 
with a handful of blacks and Orientals, 
were ordered back in court today. 
“ I intend to draw 36 prospective

He said 
about 50 per cent of luggage still must 
be searched by hand.

Homeowners across Ohio are outraged 
at increases in their natural gas bills, 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio was told today. 
That testimony came from two 
mayors at the opening of a hearing on 
pricing of emergency natural gas 
supplies. 
Mayor Don I^zlo of Martins Ferry 
submitted letters from homeowners 
and other documents he said showed 
hikes of 30 per cent in bills from 
Columbia Gas of Ohio. 
"They (homeowners) are outraged 
at what has happened/' the mayor 
said. “They set their thermostats at 87 
degrees for two years and the bills 
keep increasing." 
He said one elderly couple's Mil for a 
five-room house grew from 836 in 
January 1974 to $483.15 this month. 
Mayor Samuel I/Jfton of neighboring 
Bridgeport Village complained that 
Columbia Gas had sold the 3,000 area 
residents on gas from 1900 to 1960, 
promising there would be no shortage. 
"Today our bills have doubled— 
most of them," I .often said. 
He said a woman told him her five 
children needed shoes but she could 
not afford to buy them because her gas 
bill had gone sky high 
A plan that would permit utilities to 
recover most extra costs from in­ 
dustrial users would be presented at 
today's hearing, Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown said. 
Anticipating great public interest, 
the PUCO arranged to hold the hearing 
in the state office tower Instead of 
PUCO headquarters, a spokesman for 
the agency said. 
The commissioners sought the 
hearing to help decide who should pay 
for about IS billion cubic feet of 
unregulated, intrastate gas purchased 
in the Southwest with special per­ 
mission of the Federal Power Com­ 
mission. 
Because the gas was not subject to 
federal price control as is gas shipped 
in interstate transactions, Columbia 
Gas of Ohio and Dayton Power Ii light 


Co. paid about twice the normal cost of 
gas sold here. 
The utilities received permission to 
buy the gas to help industrial and large 
commercial users continue operations 
throughout the winter. Some industrial 
and commercial users had been told 
their gas shipments would be cut back 
by up to IOO per cent if supplies ran 
low. 


Consumer groups contend the 
emergency gas only benefits industrial 
and commercial users directly and 
that only customers who would have 
been cut back should pay the higher 
cost. 


Manufacturing representatives have 
argued the 
extra 
gas benefits 
everyone, since Jobs, products and 
services are maintained. 
OPAL has been charging residential 
users since January for a share of the 
higher-priced gas. Unless a plan like 
the one supported by Brown is ap­ 
proved, Columbia Gas of Ohio will 
begin charging residential customers 
Feb. 14. The PUCO has said it aims at 
reaching a final decision before then. 
The average yearly gas bill of 252,000 
DPIiL customers will be raised 84.19 a 
year from 8218 39 if the PUCO permits 
billing of residential customers for the 
higher priced gas to go on, a company 
spokesman said. 
Columbia has estimated that such a 
decision would mean an increase of 
about 75 cents a month in the bills of I 
million residential customers. But one 
state legislator has estimated the cost 
to poorly insulated homes could reach 
810-815 a month 
Under Brown's plan, Columbia could 
recover part of the higher cost of the 
emergency gas by billing industrial 
customers immediately for about 823 
million of the 833 million worth of 
unregulated gas the utility purchased.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The judge 
in Patricia Hearses trial for bank 
robbery says he’s determined to seat a 
jury today. 
"I expect to conclude the jury 
selection process by tomorrow," U.S. 
District Court Judge Oliver J. Carter 
said at the end of Tuesday’s opening 
session, during which 40 prospective 
jurors were dismissed. 
Carter, asking about two dozen 
general questions, dismissed 36 
potential jurors who pleaded hardship 
at home and four who admitted 
prejudice or inability to judge the 
newspaper heiress impartially. 
Carter, as proceedings began, 
described the trial as "the most fully 
covered case in this country that I 
know of" and said jurors could expect 
to be sequestered for at least four to 
five weeks 
The remaining 74 potential jurors, 
predominantly white and middle-aged 
with a handful of blacks and Orientals, 
were ordered back in court today. 
"I intend to draw 36 prospective 
jurors whom I intend to question in­ 
dividually on a number of subjects," 
Carter said. 
Carter told opposing attorneys that 
his questioning would be "independent 
and detailed." Following standard 
federal procedure, the judge questions 
prospective jurors. 
During the first day of the long­ 


awaited trial, the judge repeated at 
least a half-dozen times that Miss 
Hearst is presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. 


Carter’s first question to the 
prospective jurors was whether any 
was acquainted with the defendant, 
her family, her close friends or the 
attorneys for both sides or their 
families. 


After introducing the lawyers, he 
asked Miss Hearst to stand and face 
the prospective jurors. She rose 
quickly, placed her fingertips on the 
defense table and turned without smil­ 
ing. She lowered her eyes to the floor 
briefly and resumed her seat. 
Carter then asked Miss Hearses 
family to stand. Her parents, Ran­ 
dolph and Catherine Hearst, and her 
sisters, Anne and Vicki, stood from 
their front-row seats and turned 
around. Mrs. Hearst had a faint smile. 
The defendant was pale as usual but 
attentive during her first day on trial. 
She appeared solemn during the 
morning session but relaxed during the 
afternoon, smiling more frequently. 
During the afternoon break, Miss 
Hearst and her mother chatted briefly 
and exchanged warm smiles. 
The defendant and her family, 
however, showed no emotion when 
Carter read the formal indictment: 
One charge of bank robbery and one 


charge of using a firearm in the 
commission of a felony. 
She is accused of robbing a San 
Francisco bank on April 15, 1974, with
